Humphrey Defends Tight 


Money Policy as Block To 


New Round Of Inflation 


Secretary is 
First Witness in 
Probe of Economy 


WASHINGTON (Cit) _ Treasury 
Secretary George M. Humphrey to­ 
day defended the administration's 
so-called tight money policy as the 
only practical way to block “a new 
round of inflation.” 
But he conceded that, despite 
this policy, "the threat of renewed 
inflation . . . is perhaps our most 
serious domestic economic prob­ 
lem.” 
Price increases, particular 
ly in the past year, have been 
“more than I like to see,” he said, 
Humphrey was the first witness 
at the opening of a broad investi­ 
gation of the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration's economic and money poli­ 
cies by the Senate Finance Com 
mittee. 
He testified before a committee 
including some Democratic mem 
hers who have charged that the 
tight money policy, with accom­ 
panying spiraling interest rates, 
has retarded economic expansion. 
These Democrats also contend 
that consumers and small business 
have been hurt with the major 
benefits going to big money in­ 
terests. 
Humphrey listed six alternatives 
to the tight money policy—credit 
controls, compulsory saving, price 
and wage controls, higher taxes, 
voluntary restraints and a return 
to federal reserve support of the 
government bond market. 
“The use of any of the first three 
alternatives 
in 
peacetime 
would 
have been inequitable, impractical 
and inconsistent wth our traditions 
of freedom.” Humphrey said. 
Higher taxes "would not have 
been acceptable," he said. 
Voluntary 
restraints 
on 
price 
and wage increases, he said, “can 
help 
immeasurably 
hut 
can 
he 
achieved only if other policies arr 
effective.” 
“Thus, as a practical matter, the 
real choice is between the anti- 
inflationary course which we have 
pursued and a new round of infla­ 
tion,” Humphrey said.

federal courts without first going 
through state courts. 
- Prohibit private individuals as 
well as officials from interfering 
or trying to interfere with the right 
to vote in any general, primary or 
special election in which federal 
officials are chosen.
